Radio  - Message  Service 

Beginning  Tuesday,  students  will  be  provided  with  a unique 
free  radio-message  service  to  their  homes,  thanks  to  Brigham 
Young  University  Amateur  Radio  Club. 

According  to  Earle  Sanders,  president  of  club,  the  group 
has  approved  a program  whereby  their  short  wave  radio  sta- 
tion wil  be  opened  to  students  wishing  to  send  messages. 

Sanders  explains  the  system  in  this  way: 

A BYU  student  has  a message  for  home.  He  may  then  de- 
liver the  message  to  the  club  station,  located  in  Butler  hut, 
which  is  behind  the  Engineering  Bldg. 

and  relayed  via  short  wave  to  an  amateur  operator  living  near 
the  sender’s  home.  The  “ham”  will  then  oontact  the  student’s 
family  on  the  telephone  and  relay  message. 

"In  some  cases  where  previous  arrangements  have  been 
made,”  said  Sanders,  “it  may  be  posible  for  the  student  to  talk 
directly  with  their  party.  TTiis  would  require  that  oontact  be 
established  with  an  amateur  who  could  connect  the  receiving 
party  with  the  sender  through  the  transmitting  equipment  in.
